Mr. McDonald’! Driver Had Mlraculaua 


Escape Prom Death. 
Rio Grand* City, Tex., Nor. IO.— 
The rangers who were shot at near 
this place, and killed four of their 
assailants, dangerously wounded an­ 
other and captured two others, were 
at tho Casita ranch on tho road to 
this place at the time. 
They met a 
hack 
containing 
armed 
men, who, 
without warning, opened fire on them. 
It arrived about 9 o’clock Thursday 
night. 
Captain McDonald called out to them 
to stop; that they wet officers. 
Two 
of the men Jumped out and at once 
fired, the assailants cursing the off!* 
I cers. 
The rangers then returned the fire 
and a pitched battle followed. 
The 
learn ran sway, Captain McDonald fir- 
; lag from It. 
Finally he Jumped out 
and fought ob foot. 
While the firing 
I raged In front, the rangers were fired 
on from a house at the back. 
After JOO or more shots were fired, 
j the assailants apparently fled, one re- 
malning dead on the ground. 
McDonald's driver was shot through 
, the shirt and undershirt, but his body 
' was not wounded. Three rangers were 


I left to hold the battlefield, Captain 
McDonald and the others coming to 
town. The sheriff, Deodro Garcia, Im 
mediately organized a force and went 
out, leaving the rangers on guard, who 
meanwhile had captured two men be­ 
lieved to have been engaged In the 
attack. The sheriff’s examination de­ 
veloped the other dead and wounded 
men. 
The hack and several carbines 
of the assailants are In the hands of 
the officers. 
The n ecessity of preserving the lives 
of citizens against 
any 
attack from 
an organized band of men has prevent­ 
ed a full investigation of the W elch 
assassination. Evidence at hand shows 
it was unquestionably political. 
Of­ 
ficers have a clew 
to the 
assail­ 
ants. but are unable to follow it up 
without bloodshed. 
Several suspected 
parties are alread y In Mexico. 
It Is 
believed th a t th e attack on the rang­ 
ers was an a tte m p t to delay the in- 
j vestigation fu rth er. 
The coroner’s inquest fully confirm­ 
ed Captain McDonald's account of the 
attack. 
The hack of the assailants 
was found with two dead men in It. 
Another dropped on the road; another 
managed to jump a fence and died 
hidden in a field. The wounded man. 
Manuel Ozeuna, testified that there 
was no plan to attack, but a1! were 
armed and drunk; that the shooting 
was begun by Juan Garcia PerCz, who, 
after hearing Captain McDonald say, 
“Hold up, there; 
we are rangers," 
Jumped out of the hack, crying, “Come 
on, boys; kill the ----- ,” and turned 
loose with his rifle; that they fired 
three shots before any were fired by 
the rangers; that no other parties par­ 
ticipated in the attack except himself 
and the four men killed. 
The parties were handed over by 
the coroner to relatives for burial 
The wounded man was jailed.
